their heads,” Snechkus said. 

“Some of them donned the 
mask of alleged democracy. 
Others openly attempt to slan- 
der and sow distrust to the pol- 
icy of the Lithuanian Commu- 
nist party and government. 

“We can firmly say these 
travails are in vain. The Lith- 
uanian people will not support 
these apostates. The  Lith- 
uanian people can unmask the 
enemy's face.” 

Lithuania is one of the three 
former Baltic states taken over 
by the Soviet Union. The others 
are Estonia and Latvia, 

Occupied by Soviet troops 
under an agreement of 1939, it 
was admitted to the Soviet Un- 
ion by a decree of the U.S.S.R. 
Supreme Soviet in 1940. 

Snechkus’s comments were 
published in the newspaper 
Soviet Lithuania, which reached 
Moscow today. 

The party leader admitted 
serious mistakes in Lithuania's 
policy regarding the nationality 
of Lithuanians. But he added: 

“We cannot remain passive 
while certain individuals distort 
reality and idealize bourgeois 
times, thereby imbuing the 
youth with vestiges of the bour- 
geois system, with false views.” 

He assailed certain cultural 
and scientific leaders for dis- 
seminating ‘‘unhealthy alien 
, mood and erroneous ideas which 
have nothing to do with Marx- 
ism.”

Thus the product of such a 
board could cover only city func- 
tions. 

If the city should seek a char- 
ter as a county, constitutional 
questions could be passed on at 
that time, it was stated.

Sterling Davidson, industrial 
representative of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Metropolitan 
St. Louis, said that this area's 
population had increased by 30 
per cent since 1940. He said 
200,000 more jobs must be 
made available by 1970, if ex- 
pected increases in population 
are to be accommodated. 

There were 50,000 “function- 
ally illiterate” adults of both 
races in St. Louis in 1950, Mrs. 
Catherine Sullivan, a_ board 
member of the Adult Educa- 
tion Council, told a workshop 
session. She said _ poverty, 
broken homes, and the ineffec- 
tiveness of rural school laws 
were principal factors.

“Unless it is shown to be in 
sound financial condition, it 
will either have to be reinsured 
with another company or pur- 
chased by other interests or 
liquidated in the courts,” Leg- 
gett said. 

“There are financial interests 
that have purchase of the Ex- 
change under consideration and 
the division is hopeful that a 
satisfactory arrangement can be 
worked out.” 

International Indemnity Ex- 
rhange is operated and man- 
aged by the International Un- 
derwriters, Inc., under a con- 
tract and power of attorney. 
International Underwriters, 
Inc.. also holds the stock ot a 
small life insurance company. 

Attorr’y Explains Status. 

Edgar Shook, Kansas City at- 
torney, told the Post-Dispatch 
he represented the directors of 
International Underwriters in 
their efforts to sell the life in- 
surance company and obtain 
new capital for International 
Indemnity Exchange 

“There is more than a stmong 
possibility that the life insur- 
ance company can be sold to

BAGHDAD, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
Iraq says it is withdrawing its 
troops from Jordan because the 
Jordan government demanded 
that the Iraqi forces there be 
put under Egyptian command. 

The dispute appeared to iso- 
late Iraq further from the rest 
of the Arab world. Egypt and 
Syria already have been direct- 
ing propaganda attacks against 
Iraq for remaining in the Bagh- 
dad pact, which includes 
Britain. 

Iraq sent part of its army 
into Jordan—under the joint 
defense treaty of 1947—when 
Israeli troops drove into the 
Sinai peninsula in late October | 


‘and the Amman _ government 


feared they might also attack 
Jordan. 

Over the weekend Iraq an- 
nounced it was pulling back at 
Jordan’s request, although the 
Baghdad government said it felt 
the Israeli threat was. still 
growing. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said last night in an official 
Statement that Jordan had | 
wanted the Iraqi troaps put un- 
der the Egyptian-headed joint 
command set up by Egypt, Syria 
and Jordan in their military 
agreement several months ago. 

The spokesman said the de-

The most imper- | 
tant thing emerging from the | 
recent crisis seems to be the | 
fact that the Soviet Union is 
apparently trying to make its 
way into the Middle East in 
order to circumvent our defense 
line in Europe.” 


On Suez Intervention. 

French Foreign Minister | 
Christian Pineau and British 
Foreign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd 
explained why they had felt 
compelled to intervene at Suez. | 
Pineau said France also felt | 
NATO’s scope should be broad- | 
ened so that NATO countries | 
would have a joint policy in oth- 
er areas. He obviously was re- | 
ferring to North Africa, where | 
France would like the support | 
of the alliance in dealing with | 
rebel nationalists in Algeria and | 
other nationalists in Tunisia 
and Morocco. 

The Turkish delegation sub- 
mitted a report on the dangers 
of Soviet influence in Syria. 

The 15-nation council opened | 
its semi-annual session with | 
military defense uppermost in 
the minds of the ministers. 

Russia’s continued armed re- | 
pression of Hungary and its 
penetration of the Middle East, | 
with resulting fears of disturb- 
ances there, have caused some 
ministers to believe this is 
NATO’s most important meet- 
ing. 

Lord Ismay gaid that last 
spring when “Kremlin threats . 
had turned to smiles” many 
Western officials believed great- 
er emphasis should be placed on 
developing economic, cultural | 
and other non-military programs | 
in NATO. 

Now, he added, Russia’s | 
actions in Hungary had shown | 
that military security, more than | 
ever, must be NATO's primary | 
alm. 

Representing the United 
States, besides Dulles, are Sec- 
retary of the Treasury George 
M. Humphrey and Defense 
Secretary Charles E. Wilson. | 
Lioyd heads a British delega- |

It is high time that some Mis- 
sourian started exploding the idea 
that‘Eugene Field was a great poet 
or even a good children’s poet. 

His adult verses are period pieces, 
and, there is only one children’s 
poem that he wrote which we give 
children today, and that is “The 
Girigham Dog and the Calico Cat,” 
and there are much better children’s 
verses than that. 


AS one who taught children’s liter- 
aturé for many years, I tried to get 
my stidents to scrutinize every poem 
and.“story to see if it really was 
good stuff for the child today. Most 

. of them found the poems written by 
Eugene Field wanting, with the one 
exception mentioned above. 


As a Victorian child, I was taught 
* to recite—and made to do it—“Little 
Boy’ .Blue.” Certainly we do not 
dweTl on death to children today as 
the’Victorians did, and the idea of 
keeping a nursery intact with toys 
of a dead child is, about jn a class 
with Dickens’s “Great Expectations.” 
The line. “Ay, faithful to Little 
Boy Blue they stand, dusty toy sol- 
dier and dog,” is unbearably mawk- 
ish to. us today. I certainly would not 
be Willing to read this to my small 
gratiason, or any other child. 


Even “Wynken, Blynken and Nod” 
is a.period piece, with too much 
symbolism in it for the modern 
small child. 

As.to Field's adult verse, which 
nobody reads today, it was news- 
paper column verse, most of it, and 
charmed his readers. That brings 
us’ down to what Field can really 
be Ténowned for, as the first col- 
umnist of his kind in the newspaper 
world.

- Those who refer 
to Fiéld as Missouri's greatest poet, 
an@’fiany do, are simply saying that 
Mist0uri has never produced a poet, 
whtfehr is not true.

On Rebuilding NATO 


The North Atlantic Treaty Organization coun- 
cil sessions, which have begun in Paris, confront 
the statesmen of the 15 member-nations with 
some of the most difficult and delicate negotia- 
tions undertaken since the end of World War II. 

There is no denying that NATO, the West's 
most important security arrangement, has been 
detériorating for some time. Its strength has 
been reduced by the use of French NATO troops 
in North Africa, not to mention the more recent 
diversion of both British and French troops to 
Egypt, and by the painfully obvious reluctance 
of West Germany to raise the troops expected 
of it. On top of that there is a broad British 
hint, echoed on the Continent, that economic 
considerations demand a reduction in military 
spending. 

It would be easier to deal with this trend if 
it were not for the misunderstandings which 
have cropped out among NATO members. The 
lack of confidence betrayed by the Egyptian af- 
fair, undertaken without informing the United 
States, is only the most notorious example. 
There is also the suspicion-ridden failure to 

on a Middle Eastern policy, net to men- 

tion such relatively minor differences as the 

clash of Greek and Turkish interests on Cyprus.

Not the least source of trouble, as reported 
by Marquis W. Childs, is “the great distrust and 
dislike of Secretary of State Dulles throughout 
Europe, in virtually every NATO country, the 
feeling that he does not stand behind his prom- 
ises. Yet Mr. Dulles is absolutely right in say- 
ing: “We shall have to prove that although we 
may differ in some matters, nevertheless we re- 
main united in vital matters.” But how? 

The best way of achieving greater solidarity 
is to make NATO more than a loose military al- 
liance, The “three wise men”—Halvard Lange of 
Norway, Gaetano Martino of Italy and Lester 
Pearson of Canada—are in Paris to suggest pre- 
liminary steps to this end. They suggest an in- 
crease in the authority of the NATO secretary 
general so that his recommendations for the 
settlement of a dispute could hardly be ignored 
by the nations concerned. But are the NATO 
members sufficiently ready to abandon national 
interests so that, for example, England would 
relinquish Cyprus on such a recommendation? 
Would the other members insist on this? 

The recommendation that this official be 
given a more efficient staff, well informed about 
the political and economic affairs of the member 
nations, looks beyond the merely military. Are 
all ready for this? 

* * . 

The two other proposals—that NATO repre- 
sentatives be functioning members of their own 
governments and not merely ambassadors, and 
that the next secretary general be either Can- 
ada’s Pearson or Belgium's Paul Henri Spaak— 
are calculated primarily to enhance the prestige 
of the organization. Mr. Pearson is said to be 
unavailable, but Mr. Spaak has been an ardent 
advocate of European unification since the San 
Francisco United Nations meeting, and so could 
be counted on to work hard for the revitalization 
of NATO. 

First of all, however, the developing disagree- 
ments between the member-nations must be 
overcome. Bitterness must be uprooted, and a 
new, enthusiastic spirit of unity must be called 
forth. This will not be easy, and there is no point 
in glossing over the difficulties with optimisti- 
cally-worded announcements. Nor can an attack 
on them be postponed in the vague hope that it 
will be easier another time. 

Paradoxically, new hope for NATO stems out 
of two disasters. The Suez affair should show 
how close the organization came to foundering 
because of a lack of frankness and common pur- 
pose among its members. And the Russian tanks 
in Budapest should show that despite shifts of 
policy, the Soviet Union is not yet ready to give 
up anything to non-Communists. Additionally, 
the Middle East should show how ready the 
Kremlin is to exploit NATO weaknesses. If the 
men in Paris keep these developments in mind, 
they should get some of their work done. 
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Feathered Free Loaders Pay Off

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In Schools, on Busses 

At the. call. of Attorney General Brownell, 
33 United States district attorneys from the 
South are meeting in Washington to discuss in- 
tegration on busses. While school integration 
may. seem the foremost problem today, it was 
in the field of transportation that segregation 
oncg won its basie legal support. 

In. 1896, the United States Supreme Court 
first’ announced its “separate but equal” theory 
in Plessy vs. Ferguson, which involved railroads. 
The.court did not begin to revise that theory 
until 1938, when it opened several state universi- 
ties ‘to some Negro graduate students. 

The “separate but equal” theory was thrown 
out finally in the famous:public school decision 
of 1954. And last Nov. 3, the Supreme Court held 
unconstitutional the laws of Alabama and Mont- 
gomery requiring segregation on busses. 

Thus legal progress toward integration has in- 
volved education and transportation hand in 
hand. And federal attorneys discussing how to 
enforce the law with respect to one field, as in 
Montgomery, Ala., will no doubt examine how 
the law was enforced in another field in Clin- 
ton, Tenn. 

The record at Clinton shows that local citi- 
zens went to federal court three times to assure 
enforcement of the law. Local action won, in 
turn, a court order for integration of the schools, 
an injunction against interference with integra- 
tion, and in recent days the arrest of 17 per- 
sons for contempt of the injunction. To be sure, 
it was the federal court and the Justice Depart- 
ment which upheld the law, but the initiative 
came from Clinton. 

Similarly, where cities or states cling to un- 
constitutional transportation laws, the answer 
is likely to come in terms of lawsuits, injunc- 


tions and contempt proceedings. The federal 
courts and Justice Department are responsible 


-for upholding federal law, but the demand for 


intervention will best come from the locality. 
If this seems a slow process, it is the legal 
and logical way to advance the cause of integra- 
tion. And time is an ally of law in the struggle 
against race prejudice, 


A Bitter Blow 

The Missouri Supreme Court's refusal to per- 
mit St. Louigafis to take control of the “county” 
layer of government with which they are so 
heavily saddled comes as a bitter, bitter blow. 

The Freeholders now drafting the new City 
Charter had tlearly indicated their intent to as- 
sert municipal authority over these individual 
patronage empires, and to combine them’ with 
existing city offices in the interest of clean, effi- 
cient and economical local government. 

That is now impossible, at least Ahrough the 
Charter route. And the Democratic ward poli- 
ticians, who occupy these offices and who fought 
the creation of a Board of Freeholders for fear 
they might be hurt, can now sit back secure in 
the comfort of the Court's decision. 

In effect the Court's majority held that while 
the Constitution of 1945 granted wide “home 
rule” powers to other political subdivisions, St. 
Louis was excluded. Thus the state's largest po- 
litical subdivision with a county layer of gov® 
ernment can do nothing about making that gov- 
ernment more efficient. But any other county 
with a population of 85,000 or more can fix the 
number, kinds, manner of selection, terms of of- 
fice and salaries of its county offices. 

A dissent to this view was entered by Judge 
Clem F. Storckman, the only member of the 
high court from the St. Louis area. Judge 
Storckman sat in the 1945 state Constitutional 
Convention and was a member of the 1949-50 
Board of Fregholders which first grappled with 
this issue. His view should have carried great 
weight. Certainly it is a view which squares 
more with practicality, proper public policy, 
and reasonableness. 

Unless St. Louis were specifically excluded 
from rights and benefits accorded other coun- 
ties, Judge Storckman held, then there must 
have been an intent on the part of the framers 
of the Constitution to include it because St. 
Louis is recognized as both a city and a county. 

The big difficulty grows out of the ambiguous 
wording of Article VI, Sections 31 and 32, of 
the Missouri Constitution. To give the city the 
same “home rule” powers over its “county” of- 
fices that every other county over 85,000 popula- 
tion is permitted to assert may take both a Con- 
stitutional amendment and additional legisla- 
tion. But the effort will now have to be made. 

In the meantime, though, the Charter Free- 
holders will have all the more reason for moving 
as boldly as they can within the limits the Court 
has set for them. That suggests that they ought 
to provide St. Louis with the very best legisla- 
tive body that is possible. In our opinion it is 
a Board of Aldermen composed of seven mem- 
bers elected by districts and the Board President 
and seven others elected at large. This would 
provide an aldermanic body responsive to both 
the good of the whole community and minority 
views. 
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Up, Up and Higher 

Now that college basketball has replaced foot- 
ball on the alumni curriculum, the Chicago Sun- 
day Tribune proposes a 12-foot-high basket. This 
proposal is occasioned by Wilt Chamberlain, 
who scored 52 points as the University of Kan- 
sas defeated Northwestern, which is located in 
Tribune territory.

For years this famous coach was likened unto a 
Phoghorn in the wilderness, crying for 12-foot 
baskets. Since nobody paid any attention, Dr. 
Allen decided that if he couldn't lick the trend 
to skyscraper players he would join it. First 
he brought the Olympian Clyde Lovellette to the 
banks of the Kaw from Terre Haute, and later 
brought in Wilt Chamberlain from Philadelphia 
on the Delaware. Now, in retirement, Phog Al- 
len may yet have the last word. 
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Too Good for Their Party? 

It is the Senate, rather than the House of Rep- 
resentatives, which is frequently described as an 
exclusive club. A member is said to ignore both 
President and public, consulting only with his 
fellow Senators, and having—as William S. 
White writes in Harper’s—‘“a partiality towards 
the few as distinguished from the many all 
through his career even though he will hide it 
skillfully in his recurring tests at home when, 
up for re-election, he must depend upon the 
mass.” But it seems that Speaker Sam Rayburn 
has the same notion about the House. 

On behalf of himself and Representatives 
John W. McCormack of Massachusetts, the Dem- 
ocratic leader; Carl Albert of Oklahoma, the 
Democratic whip, and Michael J. Kirwan of 
Ohio, chairman of the Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee, he has rejected National 
Chairman Paul Butler's invitation to serve on a 
national committee to draw up a legislative pro- 
gram for the party. Said the Speaker: 


It is the considered opinion of the four of 
us (sound of a snapping whip) that it would 
be a mistake for the Democratic leadership 
of the House to join in any program that 
would place the five of us to work with any 
committee outside the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


A Southerner as sure of his seat as Mr. Ray- 
burn can afford this attitude. It may be main- 
tained by those who regard the Democrats as 
just a loose coalition of regional groups with 
no real aspirations to the government of the na- 
tion. But for most Democrats it is a dangerous 
doctrine. 

The Democrats have just lost the presidency 
for the second time. Even if they have retained 
control of Congress, they lost the one nation- 
wide contest. The record of the previous Demo- 
cratic Congress was not good enough for a. White 
House victory.* So it behooves the Democrats to 
consult on a truly national basis to discuss their 
weaknesses and what they must offer if they are 
to win again. Speaker Rayburn should remember 
that it is not the Southern politicians but the 
people who decide elections.

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Deadlock on the Plaza Project

City's first redevelopment project stalled since last spring be- 
cause of failure of government and private redevelopers to agree 
on land price; negotiations still continue, but federal officials 
insist that redevelopers double their bid, magazine says. 


From Architectural Forum 


Was choice downtown civic center 
area land in St. Louis worth only $1.56 
a square foot for middle-income high 
rise apartments? 

That was the bid by the non-profit 
St. Louis Urban Redevelopment Corp., 
organized by civic leaders to combat 
decay and spur rejuvenation. 

But last month the Urban Renewal 
Administration in Washington refused 
any such bid because it thought the 
property, after allowing for a substan- 
tial federal and city subsidy, still ought 
to bring about $3.20 or more per foot. 

After acquiring the Plaza project site, 
and razing its many old slum buildings 
at a cost of roughly $5,000,000, the 
city’s Land Clearance Authority called 
for re-sale bids last spring. Its rede- 
velopment site plan provided for con- 
struction of about 1100 apartments in 
seven elevator buildings, plus parking 
and neighborhood stores, 

Although several potential redevelop 
ers requested bid specifications, the 
only bid submitted was an offer of 
$450,000, or $1.56 per square foot, from 
the civic leaders’ corporation. 


This group proposed some modifica- 
tions in the general plan, and also ap- 
propriate modification of its bid price 
if these changes were approved. It 
suggested 1087 apartments in only 
four or five buildings, and sought per- 
mission to add an office building to 
the project. 


Washington Insists on $920,000 


The housing it proposed would have 
consisted of 300 efficiency units to rent 
from $74 to $83 (depending on whether 
optional air-conditioning was included), 
637 one-bedroom units at $98 to $110 
and 150 two-bedroom units at $119 to 
$131. To achieve these rents thé proj- 
ect also would be given considerable 
real estate tax concessions under the 
state’s urban redevelopment corpora- 
tions law. 

As soon as they were able to get 
their eyeballs back in their sockets, 
after receiving the surprisingly Jow 
lone bid of $450,000, the local, redevel- 
opment ageney officials faced up to 
some extraordinary facts: 


URA headquarters in Washington had 
previously indicated it would not ap- 
prove a resale price below $920,000. 
(Washington still insists on this figure, 
and a higher sum if more intensive 
utilization of the property, with an of- 
fice building, is permitted.) 

Further wincing came when the busi- 
ness leaders’ bid of $1.56 per square 
foot was compared with prices totaling 
$205,000 (or $3.73 per square foot) that 
two churches left in the overall site 
already had agreed to pay for a little 
under 1.5 acres. — \, 

For land alone in the project area 
not counting the cost of the old buitd- 
ings on it, or the expense of their de- 
molition, the city had paid more than 
$3.25 per square foot. Compared with 


prices from $1000 to $2000 per house 
for suburban home-building tracts, this 
$450,000 bid worked out to only $415 
per dwelling unit for 1087 apartments— 
for land fully developed with all utili- 
ties, and not even a local bus or trolley 
fare needed to reach most downtown 
employment and shopping points. 

In New York, for comparison, rede- 
velopers were paying as high as $2 per 
square foot for land in Harlem, $7.25 
in the Coliseum “housing” project at 
Columbus Circle, and $10.50 a block be- 
low Washington Square—areas requir- 
ing at least a subway or bus fare to get 
to main office and shopping districts. 


Extras That Would Add to Costs 


Apartment plans of the civic leaders’ 
corporation, said the Post-Dispatch, pro- 
vided for extra large rooms, dishwash- 
ers, recessed in-the-wall air-conditioning 
units, balconies that. would be “not 
merely decorative ledges but full size 
and usable sitting areas.”’ The bidder, 
it reported, urged that in evaluating its 
$450,000 offer ‘“‘consideration be given 
to the effect of land cost on the quality 
of accommodations Which can be fur- 
nished at rent levels within the means 
of middle-income families.”” The bidder 
estimated, said the newspaper, that 
these various “extras” would add more 
than $1,300,000 to its construction costs. 


In some respects, these statements 
could easily be interpreted as sugzgest- 
ing that land costs should be given a 
second, special subsidy or write-down 
to offset or compensate for certain 
more-than-ordinary construction cost 
factors—or that federal funds be used, 
indirectly, to reduce a redeveloper’s 
land and building costs. 


In view of the fact that federal law 
authorizes U.S. subsidies only for re- 
ducing redevelopers’ land costs, and not 
construction costs, it was no wonder 
URA officials in Washington appeared 
wey put to approve this $1.56 St. Louis 

id. 


If Negotiations Should Fail 


The St. Louis redevelopment agency 
was still negotiating last month with 
the civic leaders’ corporation, which, 
theoretically at least, might still “‘modi- 
fy” its bid all the way up to $920,000, 
or even more if the plan could also be 
modified to everyone's satisfaction. 


If these negotiations fail, the local 
redevelopment agency could then de- 
cide whether to call for new bids on 
the original plan, or some modification 
of it, or perhaps divide the project into 
smaller bits, 

Excluding any commercial allocation, 
but applied against only 1000 units, an 
additional $470,000 for land, at FHA 
apartment interest and amortization 
rates for 40 years would boost average 
apartment rents only $2.19 per month, 
over 30 years $2.45 per month,

There is something very deceptive 
about the statement by the Egyptian 
Embassy here that “no Egyptian citizen, 
on the basis of his religious faith, is 
under orders of expulsion from the 
country nor dismissal from his job nor 
in any way subjected to administrative 
orders that would interfere with his 
normal activities.” 

The catch in this exemplary attitude 
is that only 10 per cent of the Jews 
living in. Egypt are Egyptian citizens. 
Of the Jewish population, which num- 
bers pecpees 40,000 to 50,000, more 
than half are stateless, having been 
unable to obtain citizenship because of 
“administrative obstructions.” 

The expulsion of these helpless peo- 
ple has been ordered in a most ruth- 
less manner. They were told to leave 
Egypt within four to 10 days, and their 


roperty within the country was con- 
iscated. 


Nothing that President Nasser has 
done seems more revealing of his men- 
tality than this indiscriminate action 
against a religious minority. The ex- 
pulsion is altogether Hitlerian in con- 
cept and in scale. 


The Egyptian treatment of British 
subjects and French citizens has been 
harsh enough. But the treatment of the 
Jews has been worse because most of 
these people have no right of appeal 
to their own governments and except 
in so far as Israel may be prepared to 
receive them, no place to go. 

They are not Israelis; they are not, 
for the most part, even aliens; they 
are not enemies of Egypt. . But anti- 
Semitism is apparently a universal too] 
for tyrants.

NEW YORK, Dec. 11 (AP)—

That was a statement made 
by Bernard Benesch, presi- 
dent of the Bowling Proprie- 
tors of Greater Chicago, at a 
luncheon for tournament par- 
ticipants and the press. 

Benesch’s words made it 
clear what the Chicago pro- 
prietors plan to do if the na- 
tional organization, the Bow!l- 
ing Proprietors Association 
of America, goes ahead with 
its plan to not only sponsor 
the tournament but conduct it 
as well. 

The Chicago proprietors 
say that they handled the All- 
Star and backed it financially 
when it was a losing proposi- 
tion during the early years of 
its 16-year existence, and now 
that it is a money-maker they 
want to hang onto it. 

If Chicago won't give up 
the All-Star, the B.P.A.A. will 
probably hold the national 
individual match game tour- 
mament at Detroit next year. 
The Chicago proprietors will 
try to keep the name “All- 
Star” and hold their own na- 
tional singles tournament. 

It could be done, probably 
on an invitational basis with 
enough of an increase in the 
prize money to make it attrac- 
tive to bowlers from consider- 
able distance. The prestige, 
the crowd interest, the excel- 
lent facilities and operating 
staff are all present in Chi- 
cago. 

A B.P.A.A.-sponsored na- 
tional meet in Detroit might 
draw most of the same bowl- 
ers, although on a country- 

wide elimination basis. Just 
which winner would be the 
“national champion” is a 
question, but there certainly 
is room for a few more major 
bowling tournaments. The fact 
that there are a dozen or 
more important golf” meets 
does not detract from the

outlook for 1957. 

Taking part in this seasonal outbreak of predictions of 
what to expect in the coming year are a pride of industria] lions, 
top men in oil, autos, steels, rails, meat pack- 
ing, insurance and banking. 

Mostly they see good times continuing. But 
here and there are some who see a slow- 
down in their own.industry. And the bankér, 
in particular, sounds the note of caution. 

An over-all view, and a most optimistic 
one, is taken by Carrol M. Shanks, president 
of Prudential Insurance. His economists see 
the dollar value of all goods and services to 
be produced in the United States next year 
rising to 430 billion, up nearly 20 billion 
from the estimated gross national production | 
for 1956. They see consumer spending rising by 10 billion dollars 
next year from’1956’s 265 billion. 

ROGER M. BLOUGH, U.S. STEEL CHAIRMAN, is “reason- 
ably optimistic for the over-all economic outlook.” He sees steel 
production at high level through the first six months of next 
year “come what may in international affairs.” The auto indus- 
try’s big three see a better year dawning. Harlow H. Curtice, 
General Motors president, predicts Americans will buy 6,500,000 
new cars in 1957, 10 per cent more than this year. L. L. Colbert, 
Chrysler president, says 1957 “approaches the potential of 1957 
as one of the biggest years for the automobile industry.” Henry 
Ford II, Ford president, agrees and looks ahead 10 years to see 
car ownership rising from the present 47,000,000 to nearly 
67,000,000 and annual sales at 8,500,000. 

BOTH M. J. RATHBONE, JERSEY STANDARD OIL presi- 
dent, and Robert E. Wilson, Indiana Standard chairman, see 
demand for oil products in the United States rising by 4 per cent 
next year. Rathbone sees the Middle East crisis building up 
pressure for a price rise on crude oil. Wilson thinks it will be 
hard for United States companies to find tankers to export more 
than 450,000 barrels daily to Europe. Near and long term views 
of the housing prospects vary sharply. Economist Miles L. Colean 
tells Architectural Forum, building magazine, that the next 10 
years will see a 26 per cent expansion in building of new homes.

Two Defense Forces. 

The Sunday Express pictured |

scale of the Suez intervention.” 


The newspapers said Lloyd, 
Defense Ministry Antony Head, 
and Chancellor of the Excheq- 
ver Harold Macmillan are 
thought to believe’ Britain 
should concentrate its defense 
effort in two channels. | 

One would consist of air and 
ground forces armed with nu- 
clear weapons, small in number 
but armed with fire power of 
the highest order. The other 
would be a mobile military po- 
lice force, with some armored 
support, organized and equipped 
to deal with subversion but in- 
capable of an operation of Suez 
dimensions. 

The British nuclear striking | 
force, the Express said, would 
be a specialized component in 
the forces of NATO, so inex- 
tricably involved with the forces 
of other nations as to be in- 
capable of independent action. 

Such an arrangement could 
slash Britain’s defense budget 
of $4,200,000,000 by a third 
within two or three years, the 
newspaper said. But it added 
Britain would have to pay this . 
price: “The surrender of the 
ability to take independent na- 
tional action except on a minor 
police scale.” 

The Sunday Times saw the 
Suez invasion as proof of the 
inability of Britain’s present 
military establishment to act 
instantly in protecting the na- 
tion’s interests. 

“Our action as Port Said, re- 
garded as a test of ability to 
act instantly, revealed that af- 
ter three months of active prep- 
aration we could still move only 
with disastrous slowness,” the 
Times said. 

“Political factors had their 
share in the responsibility for 
this. But basically we took 
eight days to mount our actual 
attack because the army, its 
airborne component, transport 
command, the Royal Air Force 
and the navy could not, for 
hard factual reasons, accom- 
plish it in less.” 

The Suntlay Times also saw 
as a solution a much greater 
reliance on atomic devices and 
also a reduction of Britain's 
role in NATO, to which it now 
contributes four divisions. 


The newspaper maintained 
that Britain's contribution to 
NATO was drawn up under “a 
strategy now long out of date. 
It is a wasteful use of limited 


resources.”

Dancer Slashed Arm, Stained Flower Red as Warning to Her Superior

T was the last week of winter 
in 1955 when Eva Wu wrote 
her spy history in her own 
blood. 


Eva Wu lived in Hong Kong. 
This British Crown Colony and 
the adjacent Chinese city of 
Kowloon are spy centers of the 
Far East. The agents of Chiang 
Kai-shek and Mao Tse-tung are 
constantly engaged in gilent, 
violent struggles there. 

Eva Wu, an Oriental beauty, 
had been performing for sev- 
eral months in one of the cos- 
mopolitan night clubs of Hong 
Kong.

Fix It Yourself

Ice on Walks, Drives, Gutters 
and Roofs 


HINGS have improved con- 
T siderably around these parts 
since the last ice age but ice 
can still be something of a prob- 
lem around the home. The main 
places it causes trouble is on 
walks and drives and in gutters 
or dlong the eaves of the roof. 
Unless you like to chip ice off 
walks and drives. about the 
easiest way to get rid of it is 
with a chemical such as calcium 
chloride or in the mineral form 
of rock salt. If you sprinkle 
either of these over an icy sur- 
face they will melt the ice. To 
prevent these ice melters from 
damaging the surface of the 
drive or walk it’s a wise idea 
to mix them with equal parts 
of sand. And, of course, keep 
these chemicals off the grass 
and away from the plants be- 
cause they will kill them. 


Ice collecting in roof gutters 
is something else again. Often 
this is due to a clogged up 
downspout or a gutter that is 
not pitched toward the down- 
spout. If the gutter and down- 
spout are okay you can use the 
calcium chloride or rock salt 
treatment or a heating cable. 
If you use the calcium chloride 
or rock salt, coat the mMside of 
the gutter with roofing cement 
so that the gutter will not be 
damaged. As for the heating 
cable, you simply lay it in the 
gutter and it develops sufficient 
‘heat to keep ice from forming, 
You must, of course, plug the 
cable into an electric outlet. 

For ice forming along the 
eaves your best bet is the heat- 
ing cable which is fastened along 
the eaves with metal clips to 
hold it in place. Ice forming 
in the gutters and along the 
eaves is the cause for many 
roof leaks. The ice builds up 
and then starts to melt on the 
underside. This water can’t 
flow off because. it’s blocked by 
the ice but it can slip up under 
shingles and down into the 
house.

I 
do not know, but I do know 
that Eva never danced again in 
Hong Kong.

HIS is the season we enjoy 
T what are sometimes called 

“old-fashioned” vegetables. 
Among these are parsnips, tur- 
nips and onions. The two lat- 
ter are often traditional accom- 
paniments to the holiday turkey. 

Almost everyone enjoys 
creamed onions. When properly 
prepared, the flavor is delicate 
rather than intense. The onions 
must be peeled, and this is best 
accomplished by scalding in hot 
water to loosen the outer skin. 
Then, they should be placed in 
boiling water to cover and 
cooked until just tender. 

We choose what are known as 
“boilers,” even-sized white on- 
ions that have a milder flavor 
than do the yellow onions that 
perhaps we like to use to season 
stuffing and salad dressing. 

When tender, they should be 
well drained and placed in a 
cream sauce, which should not 
be too thin, as some liquid may 
seep out of the cooked onions. 
Standing for some time in the 
sauce before serving is de- 
sirable.

UESTION: Our history 
Q class has been wondering 
about the origin of .the 
term “burn in effigy” or “hang 
in effigy.” We are aware of 
what it means, but could you 
tell us how it came into use?

ANSWER: The practice of 
venting one’s wrath on a fac- 
simile of the person hated is 
probably as old as the human 
race. In every society from 
primitive Samoans to certain of 
the Pennsylvania “Dutch” sects 
of the present day, people have 
believed that they can do-harm 
to their enemies by sticking 
pins into images or effigies of 
them.

OUR WORD “effigy” cemes 
from the French word “effigie,” 
meaning likeness or copy. The 
practice of hanging a person in 
effigy dates back to a French 
tradition in the years before the 
Revolution. Then, if a wanted 
criminal could not be found, it 
was the duty of the public.ex- 
ecutioner to hang an “effigie” 
of him. 

Nowadays, of course, the cus- 
tom does not necessarily. imply 
that the object of a group’s 
wrath would literally be hanced 
if he could be found. Rather 
it is an indication that that 
person is held in complete con- 
tempt by the people presiding 
at the mock hanging.

My Day 


Significant 
Statement on 
Human Rights

NEW YORK. 

ECEMBER 10 has come to 

be celebrated in many coun- 

tries throughout the world as 
Human Rights Day. On that day, 
at United Nations headquarters, 
there is always a celebration, 
and in the United States, where 
we pride ourselves on our con- 
sideration for human rights and 
freedom, the President, issued 
a statement marking U.N. Hu- 
man Rights Day. 


I think it was a significant 
statement, for it reminded us that 
the acceptance of the universal 
declaration of human rights by 
the General Assembly of the 
U.N. eight years ago was “an 
important milestone along the 
road that leads to worldwide 
recognition of the inherent dig- 
nity of man.” 

The President then noted the 
violations of human rights that 
have occurred this year in Hun- 
gary. I think those that occurred 
in Egypt should also be noted, 
because our interest is equally 
centered at the present time on 
the Middle East and on Europe. 

- * *® 

IN BOTH PLACES the dig- 

nity of man as man, not as be- 


longing to any one race or re- 
ligion, must eventually gain rec- 
ognition if we are to have a 
peaceful world. 

The President noted in his 
statement that in Hungary prac- 
tically every one of the articles 
of the declaration of human 
rights had been violated. I think 
the same could be said for the 
Egyptians’ treatment of the 
Jews. 

The President ended his state- 
ment with a plea that each one 
of us, on Human Rights Day 
in our country, which was made 
free by our courageous forefa- 
thers and has been kept free by 
the recognition of our citizens 
that they must be watchful, 
should recognize anew that we 
are “brothers in our Father's 
house and each is truly his 
brother’s keeper.” 

“We cannot shed that responsi- 
bility,” he said, “nor do we want 
to do so. Let us resolve on this 
day that the world shall never 
forget what tyranny has done to 
our fellow man in Hungary.”
